Skobeleff, remarks that there is now 
nothing to prevent the Russians from taking posséssion ‘of 
Merv, and the occupation of Merv will give them full mastery 
over the whole of Central Asia. The Teke Turkomans 
checked the progress of Russian arms for several years, but 
they could not ultimately prevail against powerful Russian 
legions. Russian supremacy in Central Asia would be dan- 
gerous to British interest. It is high time that England 
should come to an understanding with Russia in regard to 
Central Asian affairs. When we address Russia on the 
subject, she may reply that just as she did not interfere in 
Afghan affairs so we should leave her to settle matters with 
the Turkomans as she likes. . But it should be observed 
that her expedition against the Turkomans eannot be justi- 
fied in the same way as ours against the Afghans.

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION. 


The Nasém-i-Agra of the 30th January says that one or Circulation, 
two probationers have been appointed 7°° °°P'<*- 
every year in these provinces for the 
last two or three years in accordance with the new civil ser- 
vice rules which were passed by Lord Lytton. But it is to 
be regretted that the Government is primarily guided by 
considerations of birth in making the selections, while educa- 
tion is regarded as a matter of only secondary importance. 
A man of ordinary education, who is the son, cousin, or 
nephew of a rich man, is preferred to a man who has received 
a good education. The natives were at first freely declared 
eligible for the civil service examination, because it was 
believed that their religions prejudices would not allow them 
to go to England to join the examination. But some nativ es 
discarded their prejudice, crossed the sea, and competed suc- 
cessfully with Englishmen. Englishmen, who hitherto practi- 
cally enjoyed the monopoly of the higher ranks of the public 
service, could not bear to see natives share the loaves and 
fishes of Government. Accordingly Lords Salisbury and 
Lytton agreed to lower the limit of age for candidates to 19 
years, and this has practically excluded the natives from 
the civil service, When they appealed to Parliament against 
the reduction of age, the nomination scheme was devised 
hy Government in order to silence their complaints. The 
scheme is open to several serious objections. First, as pro- 
bationers are appointed more on account of high birth than 
education, incompetent men will generally be admitted to 
the native civil service, and will not be able to perform 
their duties satisfactorily. Tho result of this will be, as may 
be anticipated, that the natives will be considered incapable of 
holding offices of trust and responsibility, and declared ineli gi-

ble for the civil service. Secondly, the new scheme is calculated 
to discourage the spread of high education among the 
natives. When high education is found to be at a discount 
no one will be induced to acquire it. Thirdly, the system in 
question leaves the Government liable to the charge of show- 
ing more indulgence to Europeans than to natives. All classes 
of Europeans are equally eligible for posts in the public ser- 
vice except a few high posts which are reserved for men of 
high birth. When even the sons of English butchers and wea- 
vers, who have passed the Indian civil service examination, rule 
over the respectable classes of the natives, there seems to be 
ho reason why the latter, who have acquired a good English 
education, should not be admitted to the civil service. A few 
high offices may be reserved for scions of noble families, but 
all other appointments should be thrown open to all classes of 
natives. Indian atts and manufactures have been ruined. 
Trade is in the hands of Europeans. Our agriculture itself 
is in a very unsatisfactory condition. We are excluded from 
the higher ranks of the civil and military service. In these 
circumstances what hope is there of the amelioration of our 
condition? The Bhdat Mittra of Calcutta has a sensible 
article on the native civil service, and recommends the substita- 
tion of the competitive system in place of numination, 


The Aligarh Institute Gazette of the 29th January states 
‘The Native Civil Ser- that the Government of India has de- 
da cided that the probationers appointed 
under the native civil service rules must pass the junior officers’ 
examination by the lower standard within two years after 
their appointment. No limit has been fixed in regard to pass- 
ing the higer standard. But no one will receive promotion, 
nor will his pay be increased, until he has passed the higher 
standard, and if he does not do so within a teasonable time, he 
will be liable to dismissal by the Governor-General in Council. 
We approve of these rules. We hope that the sons of our 
nobility, for whom these appointments have been reserved, will

obtain a good English education before they enter the service, 
so that they may not afterwards be declared incompetent and 
be exposed to shame. It is not enough that they should ba 
able to pass the departmental examination in question. One 
cannot satisfactorily perform the duties which usually devolve 
upon civil servants if he has not received a thorough edu- 
cation. In these circumstances the native noblemen should 
lose no time in giving their sons a sound education. More- 
over,it should be observed that it is not the duty of the Govern- 
ment to provide for us the means of higher education, but we 
should take its management into our hands. 


A correspondent of the Oudh Akhbar of the 28th January 
complains that the native police offi- 
eens of cers and the muharrirs of Courts, 
: especially of criminal courts, generally 
write a very bad hand. Sometimes their writing is quite ille- 
gible. They should be asked to write a better hand. If there 
is great pressure of work in any Court, the establishment 
should be strengthened by the appointment of one or two 
additional men in order that they may write more slowly 
and curefully. © 


The Koh-i-Nér (Lahore) of the 29th January states :

The Lahore Chief Court heard the case on 
the 27th January. It was urged in behalf of the accused 
that many villagers attacked them, seized one of them and 
intended to kill him.

life. The evidence of the natives was not considered trust- 
worthy. The Court accepted the soldiers’ version of the story 
and acquitted them. There are many instances on record 
of Europeans causing the deaths of natives, but the accused 
have almost always escaped scot free. Our correspondent’s 
report induced us to believe that the suldiers were guilty, but 
they have been found to be innocent on enquiry. The soldier, 
who shot the deceased, stated in Court that he aimed at his 
arm in order that he might be disabled and compelled to let go 
the man he had seized, but that he did not expect that 
the shot would cause his death. We are extremely sarprised 
at this statement of his. Our remarks are based on the Civil 
and Military Gazette. We leave it to our readers to decide 


for themselves as to whether the soldiers were guilty or 
innocent. 


The Panjab Punch, of the 25th January, publishes a long 
The new Liberal Governe COMmunicated article, the substance 
ment and the natives, of which is as follows :—The conduct 
of Mr. Gladstone while in opposition excited great hopes in the 
minds of the natives and induced them to pray for the success 
of the Liberals at the last general parliamentary elections.

Tho 
license-tax has not been abolished. When he was out of office, 
he condemned the Afghan war and contended that England 
should pay for it, as it was undertaken to maintain British pres- 
tige. But he has now contributed only five millions sterling

The Pramod Sindhu (Amraoti) of the 24th January (re- 
Berar Vaccination Report ceived on the ‘28th idem) publishes a 
for 1879-80. brief review of the Berar Vaccination 
Report for 1879-80, and remarks that it is obvious from the 
report that the vaccination officers did their work well in the 
year under review and the district officers rendered great assist- 
ance to them.

Moreover, it should be observed that 
quarrels will be frequent between the Shias and Sunnis, 
because they generally do not like to bury their dead at the 
same place. When the Hindus are allowed to burn their 
dead, and even the night-soil of the town is collected within 
municipal limits, there seems to be no reason why the Musal- 
mans should be prohibited from using their old burial grounds. 
If the prohibition is based on sanitary grounds, it should be 
observed that burial-grounds are situated at some places even 
within cantonment limits, where sanitary rules are more 
strictly observed than at any other place. There is a burial- 
ground at the Moradabad cantonment itself. The canton- 
ment rules provide that no dead body should ba buried in a 
kuchechha grave less than six feet deep or in a masonry grave 
less than four feet deep.
